W E, Your Majeſty's moſt dutiful and loyal subjects, the Lords 


Spiritual and Temporal, in Parliament aſſembled, beg Leave to 


return Your Majeſty our humble Thanks for Your moſt Gra- 
cious Speech from the Throne. 


Permit us to offer to Your Majeſty our moſt dutiful Congratulations 
on the Birth of another Prince, and the happy Recovery of the Queen, 
and to aflure Your Majeſty, that every Addition to Your Majzſty's domeſ- 


tick Happineſs muſt always afford the higheſt Satisfaction to Your faithful 
Subjects. | | 


Ix the preſent arduous Situation of publick Affairs, we think it an indiſ- 
penſable Part of our Duty to make thoſe ſpirited and vigorous Exertions 
which ſuch a Conjuncture demands; and we beg Leave to aſſure Your 
Majeſty, that we are united in a firm Reſolution to decline no Difficulty 


or Hazard in the Defence of our Country, and for the Preſervation of 
our eſſential Intereſts. 


IT is with juſt and heartfelt Indignation that we ſee the Monarchies of 
France and Spain leagaed in Confederacy to ſupport the Rebellion in Your 
Majeſty's Colonies in North America, and employing the whole Force of 
thoſe Kingdoms in the Proſecution of a War waged in Violation of all 
publick Faith, and for the ſole Purpoſe of gratifying boundleſs Ambition, 
by deſtroying the Commerce, and giving a fatal Blow to the Power of 
Great Britain, | 
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| We have ſeen with great Satisfaction that the Force which, with juſt 
Confidence, was entruſted to Your Majeſty by Parliament, has, by the 
[| Bleſſing of Divine Providence on the Bravery of Your Fleets and Armies, 
| enabled Your Majeſty to withſtand the formidable Attempts of Your 
Enemies, and to fruſtrate the great Expectations they had conceived; and 3 
we hope and truſt that the Succeſs of Your Majeſty's Arms in Georgia F 
and Carolina, gained with ſo much Honour to the Conduct and Courage N 
of Your Majeſty's Officers, and to the Valour and Intrepidity of Your 

Troops, will have the moſt important Conſequences, and that ſuch ſignal 

Events, followed by thoſe vigorous Meaſures which Your Majeſty recom- 

mends, and in which we are determined to coneur, will diſappoint all 

the Views of our Enemies, and reſtore the Bleſſings of a ſafe and ho- 
nourable Peace. 


Wes are ſatisfied that the only Way to accompliſh this great End, which 
Your Majeſty fo earneſtly deſires, is to make ſuch powerful and reſpec- 
table Preparations as ſhall-convince our Enemies that we will not ſubmit 
to recerve the Law from any Powers whatever, but, with that Spirit and 
Reſolution which becomes us, will maintain the eſſential Rights, Honour, 
and Dignity of Great Britain. 


Wr have a deep and moſt grateful Senſe of the conſtant Solicitude 
Your Majeſty ſhews to promote the true Intereſts and Happinefs of all 
Your Subjects, and to preſerve inviolate our excellent Conſtitution in 
Church and State. And we beg Leave humbly to aſſure Your Majeſty, 
that it ſhall be our earneſt Endeavour to juſtify and deſerve the Con- 
fidence which Your Majeſty ſo graciouſly places in our Affection, D ty, 9 
and Zeal. $
